PRESENTMENTS 


Frederick Jenkinson Acts in 
Matter of Talbot Charges 


Hight Is Reserved*To Draw Up New 
Presentment Based on the One 
Withdrawn Unless Bishop 
Himself Asks for a 
Trial.

Philadelphia, Pa., January 5.—J. Fred- 
erick Jenkinson, of this city, one of the 
presenters of the charge against Bishop 
Talbot, of the centrat Pennsylvania 
diocese .of the Protestant Episcopal 
chureh after a conference in New York 
today with Herbert Noble and others, 
arrived here tonight. and handed to the 


board of inquiry, a paper withdrawing 
the presentment 


has not subscrébed to the minority views. 
Representative Spight is the author 
of the minority report, the principal | 
feature of which is advocacy of the dis- | 
criminating duty policy as a substitute 
for direct government aid for American 
ship owners as proposed by the bill pre- 
sented by the commission. in this bill 
the minority says, “‘We cannot help but 
see the *‘trai] of the serpent’ that has 
been over al] other bills on this subject.’’ 


Discriminating Duties Worked Well. 


Pointing to the fact that the discrim- 
inating duty system had been the policy 
of the fathers of the republic, the 
minority declares that shipping interests 
were marvelously ueveioped in our early 
history, and that the same system would 
bring like results in this age. It is said 
that the fear of retaliation, consequent 
upon the necessity of abrigating treaties 
with maritime countries in erder to car- 
ry this system into operation, is not well 
founded. On this subject the minority 
gays: 

“In. our infancy as a nation we not 
only faced this danger courageously, but 
successfully, and our shfpping industry 
prospered far beyond anything we have 
witnessed since we bound ourselves by 
treaties virtually to surrender our busi- 
hess on the high seas,’’ 

Commenting on the material difference 
between the cost of construction in Amer- 
ican and foreign ship yards, the minority 
declares that the hearings conducted by 
the commission show that the greater 
cost of labor in the American yards is 
largely overcome by the greater effi- 
ciency of the American artisan and the 
use of improved tools. The greatest im- 
pediment to cheaper ships in American 
yards is declared by the minority to be 
the “‘unnecossary and exorbitant tariff im- 
posed on steel and iron products.” The 
minority said further: 


Tariff Causes High Cost. 


“It has been conclusively shown by 
testimony before thig commission tha. 
materials which enter into the construc- 
tion of ships are sold by our factories 
and laid down in foreign ship yards for 
a price far below that charged at the 
mills to our own people—a condition that 
could not exist but for the unjust provis- 
ions of our tariff lawa”’ 

The minority declares the testimony 
“indicates that the cost of constructing 
ships jm American yards had before the 
advent of Dingleyism and its brood of 
cormorant trusts gotfén down to about 
the cost of constructing ships in foreign 
yards.” 

While the minority says there are ob- 
jections to the entire bill agreed on by 
the commission, opposition is withheld by 
the minority except as to the sections 
which provide for direct subsidies. The 
report gays these are ‘‘so obnoxious to 
democratic principles and to the economic 
sense ef the country that we are com- 
pelled to enter our earnest protest against 
their enactment into law.”’

Of all the benefactions of Mr. An- 
drew Carnegie, none is wiser or bet- 
ter calculated to bring valuable re- 
sults than his $100,000 endowment of 
Luther Burbank, of Santa Rosa, Cal. 
This sum has been placed at the dis- 
posal of Mr. Burbank to enable him 
to pursue his investigations of plant 
hfe. 
| Interesting insight into the valuable 
work Mr. Burbank has already done 
is furnished by President Jordan, of 
‘Leland Stanford university, in a re- 
cent contribution to Popular Science 
Monthly. Dr. Jordan pronounces the 
Calitornia plant expert “the ost skil- 
ful experimenter in the field of the 
iormation of new forms of plant life 
by the process of crossing and selec- 
tion. He is,” Dr. Jordan says, “the 
lcreator of many of our most useful 
plant forms—roots, nuts, fruits, grains, 
\grasses—as well as many of our most 
beautiful flowers. His methods are 
the practical application of the theo- 
ries of Darwin and his followers.” 

Amoyg his products are mentioned 
the Climax plum, a hybrid of the Chi. 
nese and Japanese plums, which is 
said to have changed the whole fruit- 
shipping industry of the world: a 
partlett plum, a plum with a Bartlett
